KILL CHICKEN MITES IN HOUSE 


One Application of Carbolinium is Enough 
for Season. 

Chicken mites, the bedbugs of the avian 
animal kind, can be cleaned out if the prop- 
er measures are taken in the poultry house, 
declares J. H. Bardsley, poultry extension 
specialist of Iowa State College. He says 
that one thoro application of carbolinium or 
anthracine oil in a season is sufficient to 
hold the mites in check. 

These products are made by commercial 
firms and can be purchased at drug stores, 
of hardware concerns, or of produce plants. 
These materials are in liquid form and may 
be painted on the roosts, dropping boards 
and nests. 

Mites do their work at night, sucking the 
blood from the poultry. During the day 
they hide away in the small cracks and crev- 
ices of the house. In getting rid of mites, 
it is important to be able to remove every 
part of the house. 

Having the nests and roosts nailed fast 
makes it difficult to clean out the pests, Mr. 
Bardsley says. y 

Gas drippings, obtained from around city 
gas plants, has also proven valuable in get- 
ting rid of mites. Some poultry keepers 


have reported that one application during a 
season held the mites in check. ‘ 
In using either carbolinium or gas drip- 
pings, the chickens should be kept out of the 
house for 24 hours following the application 


because the fumes are likely to injure the 
chickens’ eyes and may taint the eggs. 

A mixture of crude oil and kerosene is 
quite satisfactory for mite control, tho sev- 
eral applications are required. The same is 
true of a mixture of kerosene and creosote 
which some use.

The accomplishment marks a 
ilmination of a systematic drive begun 
pin than five years ago by L. C. Brewer, 
formerly county agent. At the beginning 
of 1926 the county had disposed of all of its 
scrub bulls, and all but four grades, but not 
unti] April 22d was the last grade bull dis- 
posed of. So far as the records or iuforma- 
tion of the United States Department of 
Agriculture show, Union County, Kentucky, 
is the first in the United States to reach a 
100 per cent pure bred bull goal. ; 

Besides the accomplishment mentioned, 
Union County is third on the county honor 
list in the “Better Sires—Better Stock” 
campaign, fostered by the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry and various States. This coun- 
ty has 550 live stock owners who are using 
pure bred sires for all classes of live stock 
raised and who are following breeding meth- 
ods leading to still further improvement. 
The results were achieved by persistent and 
systematic work by the county agent and 
influential citizens in cooperation with the 
State College of Agriculture and the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

One of the means of stimulating interest 
in live stock improvement was the publica- 
tion in July, 1924, of a special edition of the 
local paper, devoted entirely to the better- 
sires campaign and educational articles and 
illustrations showing the value of better- 
bred live stock. The cattle industry of the 
county is largely devoted to beef produc- 
tion, thus making the achievement especial- 
ly timely, in view of current Federal State 
plans to improve the quality of meat. 

Campbell County, Kentucky, is now striv- 
ing for the same achievement. Mr. Rhoads 
has informed the Department of Agricul- 
ture that the number of inferior bulls in 
Campbell Countv is being gradually reduc- 
ed. On January 1, 1925, there were 93 grade 
and scrub bulls in Campbell County. On 
January 1 of this year the number had been 
reduced to 48, and the last report, late in 
April, showed a further reduction to 22. Lo- 
cal campaign plans indicate that Campbell 
County will have none but pure bred bulls 
in the fall of this year. 

The two factors that are chiefly respon- 
sible for the wider use of pure bred sires, 
live stock specialists of the Department of 
Agriculture assert are educational work and 
economic pressure. Persons raising inferior 
live stock can not compete long with their 
neighbors who are raising animals of super- 
lor quality which, in most classes of stock, 
mature earlier and bring better prices.

In view of this fact it would 
seem that the cattle business generally, all 
breeds considered, is facing a more prosper- 
ous era.

Spring Pig Crop Seems Small. 

The 1926 spring pig crop isn’t any larger 
than the small crop of a year ago, in the 
opinion of E. L. Quaife and Dr. K. W. Stou- 
der, extension specialists of Iowa State Col- 
lege, who have recently travelled to many 
parts of the state and have talked to farm- 
ers in all sections. Even though the govern- 
ment predicted that there would be an in- 


crease of eleven per cent in the sows kept 
for farrow this spring, Mr. Quaife believes 
that the unfavorable weather of March and 
swine flu were responsible for cutting down 
the pigs saved so that the crop will not be 
to exceed two or three per cent larger than 
that of a year ago. 

While the spring pig crop appears to be a 
small one, the extension workers have found 
that farmers generally are planning to keep 
a large number of sows for fall farrow and 
if the pigs are saved, they expect an enor- 
mous increase in the fall crop. Just how 
much the increase will be cannot be estimat- 
ed at this time. 

The later farrowed pigs this spring have 
hit the best weather and farmers have gen- 
erally succeeded in saving more than they 
did of the early pigs, Quaife and Stouder 
have found. Dr. Stouder says that many 
farmers have succeeded because they have 
been able to get their pigs out of doors and 
avoid contaminated houses and yards. 

A noticeable increase has been found in 
the number of farmers who are now raising 
their pigs by the McClean system—keeping 
their pigs on clean, fresh grounds rather 
than in the old yards and houses. No farm- 
er in Iowa needs to drive more than a few 
miles this year to find someone who is using 
small farrowing houses and practicing the 
McClean system of hog raising. Dr. Stoud- 
er asserts.

el this display. “Once they have tasted prime beef and discovered 
the difference as compared with what they have been getting” said 
Mr. Park, “we will be a long way up the road to success in this 
movement.” 

Recognizing the possibility of creating a market for better beef 
hundreds and hundreds of high class Abeideen-Angus cows and 
heifers have gone from the middle west to the Eastern States with- 
in the last two years. Already these cattle are supplying a new 
market which is broadening every day. In fact this new market 
calling for prime beef already is in excess of the local supply hence 
a good 1emunerative price is attained for the cattle being finished 
in the Fast. 

With the beef cattle population of the United States 9,000,000 
head short on January Ist, 1926, of the previous five year average 
it would seem that now is a good time to build beef herds to their 
maximum capacity.

Wyoming Cattle Feeders’ Meeting. 


A successful three-day meet was conclud- 
ed at the Wyoming Experimental Station on 
May 8th. Six hundred visitors were pres- 
ent and many phases of the feeding industry 


. discussed and studied all to the advantage 


of those who participated. Perhaps one of 
the most interesting experiments exposed 
was that of passing judgment upon calves 
at the time of selection, keeping a record 
as to development and ascertaining the 
transgressions on the part of the calves— 
the idea being to determine what makes a 
calf appear low-set or rangy. Eight meas- 
urements were recorded on the calves at the 
beginning and the close of the experiment 
and it was found that those of rangy type 
remain that way throughout while an oc- 
casional member of the low-set family later 
reverts to more legs and stretch. Such 
meetings as these are worth much to feeders 
and breeders at large for many things hav- 
ing vital bearing upon the business are ex- 
perimented with and worked out in detail.

He was mated with the very typey cow 
Pride of Aberdeen 121st and the great show 
bull Prince Ito 2d resulted, whose show ca- 
reer extended through the years 1904 to 
1906. In the former year he was made 
grand champion at the World’s Fair expo- 
sition, in 1905 he was made International 
grand champion at Chicago and in 1906 he 
won several grand championships at lead- 
ing shows. This last bull was mated to 
Blackbird 24th the International grand 
champion female in 1904 and Black Peer 
was the result. He was a wonderful show 
bull and sired a great many really great cat- 
tle, among them being Blackcap Poe and 
Blackcap Bertram as well as Bomano a bull 
that won first at both Fort Worth and the 
Midland Stock Shows and in turn sired El- 
mont E. the sire of Katinka 3d of Page. 

The Mother of Elmont E. is Eline E, she 
and her son both being bred by Chas. Esch- 
er & Son of Iowa. She was by Earl Eric of 
Ballindalloch bred by Geo.

This, of 
course, means that we must have a wide 
outlet and that is the basis we are working 
on. All the time, of course, back in our 
minds, we want to develop a market and a 
demand among the pure bred breeders all 
over the country for sons and daughters. of 
our great stock bulls.
